The following letter has been re- 
ceived in Dublin from a driver in the 
R.F.A.: 

“I have received your welcome let- 
ter and P.O-’s.

The 
day before yesterday we were in a 
certain ruined house which the Ger- 
mans wanted.

The. other important cheese-pro- 
dué¢ing States iaré°New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio and Michigan. - Yet, fif-

consin. 

Farm tenaticy is lowest in the 
counties where airying 45 most ex- 
tensively carried on, In Green coun- 
ty, where almost every farmer is a 
cheese producer, the average per cap- 
ita wealth is higher than in almost 
any, perhaps any, agricultural county. 
in the United States. Green county, 
with an area of about twenty-four 
miles square, has one factory to every 
three or four sections of land.

German Warships Near 
British Coast But 
Beat Quick Retrea 


‘LONDON, April 25. —German battle cruisers appeared 
off Lowestoft today. Announcement of the appearance of 
the German warships was made in an official statement. ’ 

Local naval forces engaged the raiders, and also British 
light cruisers.
